Budweisers (all night and we are underaged!), satanic bubblegum full 
of eyeballs with phrases like " grave digger" written on side, all on 
our Gulf card. Amazing! Humid swamps are ominous at night and 
beautifully mystic in the day. Mosquitoes carried off manager into the 
swamp, so we changed manager for gas station attendent. Triple AAA 
tows*us away. Everybody hates each other.I listen to country, blues, 
and zodico for five hours sitting bitch in a immaculate tow truck with 
Ronny at shotgun and a very cool Louisianian gentleman whose in love 
with towing and explains everything from craddads to racial harmony.
